Fleming dedicatet. 
Not nuuij ytua ago (O beit of patrons) a man moat adTiBad in tTery 
branch of life ; one who has dsserrad well of the oompan j of the learned ; 
bound b7 the tiea of family to yoQiself ; a moat thining light of the 
UniTeraitj of Cambridge j its jewel and glor;, John Cains, wrote not 
withoat elegance to Conrad Oeaner, a man eioeedingl; ildlled and M^a- 
eione in the inTsatigation of reoondite matters ; a man armed with erery- 
thing that relatei to natural history ; the same man wrote an epitome 
oonoeming Britiah doge, not bo oosoiHe as d^ant and DBsfnl ; an 
epitome oompaot of the varioaa argnmenta and eiperienoee of many 
minde; » book which when by ohonoe I bad met with it, and was ooTeced 
with delight with the novelty of its appearaaoe, I attempted to translate 
into English. After I Iiad finiahed my task, a Hoddsn oonoeit arose in 
me tOQOhing the dedioation of the pamphlet, and after tossing many 
thoQghts to and fro, the reoolleotions (most ornate air) ol yont benefits, 
as a mddy star, by the aplendoor of its radianoe, diaaipates the misty 
olonda of the moat fonl obliTion, and brings a aerenity brighter than 
that of the ann to the memory, shone on me i and that sentbnent of 
iabj which shaken by the moat deadly bolte of hostile fortune torn and 
QonTnlsed, had almost died, oolleoted ita shattered and moat weakened 
strengUi, reoorered ita pristine ligonr, and at last, from that bog of 
Lethe, nobly eitrieated itself and emerged. Oat of which whirlpool aa soon 
•8 it bad esoaped, it so flourished and so inoreaaed that it oanght erery 
oell of my mind nnd^ the inflnenoe of ita rale and command. Now, 
however, I caaae not to be occnpied in the contemplation of yonz merita, 
the magnitnde of which can scarcely bs eircnmscrlbed in my this coarse 
and slight thread of speech. This ^«t, by Jove, does not move me lightly, 
distreases me in no oommon manner, and pricks me with no shallow 
wonnd. There is besides another canse, which makea me panae, and in 
aome m&nner tortures me, namely the BDepiaion of ingratitnde, front 
which, as from another Lemean hydra, I have ever fled (as thephrase 
rnni) with Achillean feet, and atill I very mnoh fear leat delay and ^n- 
orastinatuin of my daiy brand my name with a shametol mark of care- 
lessness. Ibis BO mneh ttte mora I fear becwnse that IrutU and common 
TeiM of the poet comea into my mind 

It is m ihame slwars to reoelTa and never to give. 
Bnt (O most ornate Sir I ) however the fsar of that ill mightily stirs and

duoompoias d*, j«t the expectation ol utother good, tli»t ia of your 
hnmonity, in irhioh qooUt; 70a Bhine fw b«;cind other men, MBtoKR tind 
bnojs me up. That gentle and exoellent hope oommuidi and eihorta me 
to proclitoa aome ipeoimen or token ot my doty, bowereT email, ^th 
ataority. By these indaoementa oonqnered, I proposed free interpFeta- 
tioQ into English of tlie treatiBe on Britieh doge, and hare dedicated it to 
yon rather than to anyone alee aa my one patron, and nniqne Mieosnag. 
Not beoaaae I Boppoaed that the nnmeaeniable aea of your merita oonld 
be gaged by ao jejnne and poor a gift; not beeanse I woe aniione to 
weary yooi nored and religiona yeara with the eipluiation of a profane 
page ; nor beoanae I snppoaed that yon would be delighted with idle and 
friTolona matter, ooenpied as yon are entirely in dirine Inonbrations, bat 
rather <if I may be belieied) beoanse that egiegione and noble prince ot 
the liberal arta, and more eapeoially ot the faoolty ot medicine, who 
oompoaed ttaia work, eo flonriahed while he lired, and obtained ao 
brilliant a fame, that I know not honeaUy to oonfeas what I feel, if after 
his death, he has left any like him. Lastly becanae he had sent this 
little book to Conrad Geener, elaborated with the ntmoat indaatTy into 
landa bf^ond the aea, to a man remarkable f 01 his knowledge of all kinds 
ot literatnie, and eapeoially for hia aaqnaintanoe with ooonlt mattera, 
whioh is settled in the inmost bowels and marrows of Nature (O talent 
worthy ot a white stone I), whose difflonlties, entangled by Labyrinthim 
windings and tortnona flexaoaitiea I have inveat^ted (0 good Ood I how 
great a tabonr and how infinite a trarail '.) whiah raised snob favonr and 
conciliation in the breast of Conrad Gesner, that he not only reoeired it 
with a friendly kiss, bnt also read it atudionaly, and nsed it aoonrately, 
with the inexbansted strength by wbioh the dragon guards the fleece of 
gold, and kept it with more vigilant eyea than the eagle. Lastly, ainae 
we hsTO heard that this epitome was written by a tmly learned man to a 
man adorned with the highest celebrity of fame, so the epitome, in 
English speech, howeTer inelegant, is yet common and popolar to yoor 
bands. O moat erudite Sir, I beaeeoh yon to command, that under 
yonr patronage, it may boldly go forth into all parte of our coub- 
tiy, and I aolemnl; pray yon to reoeive from me thia book bearing 
a humble and obsonre inioription, bnt embraoing an argument new 
and as yet nnheard of ; aa well as entirely free from any Sybaritic 
obscenity.

For 
cradns Oeanema, a, roein whilaB he lined, af 
'• iaootupaiable knowledge, and manjfold eipe- 
oe, being neaar eatigfied with the awaeta 
Mppe of vnderBtBading, reqoested Joannes Catiu a. profound olarke 
&nd a Taaennooa denoarei ot learning ^ his praise be it epolie, 
though the langn^e be somewhat homely) to write a bieularj or short 
treatise of enoh doggee as were ingendred within the bordera of England ; 
To the contentation of whose minde and the vtter aooompliahement 
«f whose desire, Coins spared no stody, (for the aeqnaintanoe whioh 
was bfltweene them, as it was oonflrmed bj oontinnannoe, and established 
Tpon vntainednaa, so was it sealed with vertna and honesty), withdrew 
himself from no labour, repined at no paines, forsooke no tranaile, re- 
fused no endeaonr, finally pretermitted no opportunity oi oiToamatannoe 
which Beemed pertinent and requisite to the performanee of this litle 
libell. In the whole disoonrse wherot, the booke, to consider the aab- 
etannae, being but a pamphlet or skantliiig, the argomant not so fyne and 
affaoted, and yet the doctrine very profitable and nacessarye, he vseth 
such a smoothe and comely stylOr and tyeth his inuantion to eueh metho- 
diooll and orderly prooeadings, as the elegantaes and neatnesse of hia 
liBtine phrase (being pnre, perfect, and Tumingled) makath the matter 
which of it selfe is very base and olubbishe, to appaara (shall I say 
tollerable) naj rather oonunendable and eSeetuall.

Ai for tbe Coni^, whom we bane laaUr set dawne, wee nae not to bnnt, 
bat latber to take it, aomldme witb the nette aometime with the ferret, 
and thna enery senerall loit is notable and ezoellent in hts Datnrall 
qnalitie and appointed praotioe. Among' thete gondry Bortes, there be 
«i}me whioh are apt to hnnt two dinera beastas, as the Foie otherwhilee, 
and other whiles the Hare, bnt thej hont cot witb snoh towudnes and 
good Inoke after them, aa they doe that wherenuto patDre hath formed 
and framed them, not onely in eitemall oompoaition & making', bnt 
alao inward faonlties and oonditions, for the; awarne aometimea, and doo 
otherwise then they abonld. 

Of the Dogge caUed Terrar, in 
Latine Terrariia. 



ANother aorte fheN ia wbioh honteth the Foxe and the Badger or 
Oreye onely, wbom we oall Tenors, beoaoae they (after the manner 
and onatome of ferteta in seaiehing for Connyee) oreepe into the gronnde, 
and by that meanea make afrajde, nyppe, and byte the Foie and the 
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BmIb«e in noh Mrt, QaA OTther they tekre tliem in pfeoei with tiiCTr 
teeth bejing in the boiom« of Oie Muth, or «1m b»rle kkI pnll them 
peitoroe out oC Uieir larking angle*, d&tke doogeont, and dloee oatiM, oi 
at the leaat through oSoenad foue, diin* them ont of their hollow luw 
bonra, in wo mnoh that they are oompelled to prspaire ipeMl; flight. Mid 
being deairoiu of the next (albeit not the safeat) rafnge, are otherwiae 
taken and intiapped with SnaiM and nettei layde oaer holei to the aame 
pnrpoie. Bnt these be the least in that kynde called Bagaa. 

Of the Dogge called a Bloudhonnde in 
Latine Sanguinarius. 

THe greater aort which senie to hnnt, haning lippes of a large ayie 
& earea of no small leoght, doo, not onely chase the beast whiles 
it Ihieth (u the other doo of whom menoioQ abone is mads) bnt bejng 
dead also b; any maner of oaanaltie, make leoonrse to the plaoe where it 
lyeth, haning in this poynt on assured and infallible gnyde, namely, the 
sent and sanoor of the blond «prinokled heere and there Tpon the gronnd. 
For whether the beast beyng wounded, doth notwithstanding emoye life, 
and eacapeth the handea of the hmtteaman, or whether the said beast 
beyng alayne ia connayed oleolj ont of the parcke (lo that there be 
eome eigniflcatioQ of blood shed) tbeae Dogges with no lease faeilitia 
and e*aineaBe, then aniditie and greedinesae, can disclose and bewray the 
same by unelling, applying to their porsnit, agilitie and mmblenease, with- 
oat tedionanease, tor which ooniideiation, of a singnler speolalitie they 
desemed to bee called Btmgninarij blondhoDnda. And albeit peradoeD- 
tnre it may cbannoe, (Aa whether it ohannoeth seoldome or eometinie I am 
ignorant) that a peeoe of fleshe be sabtily stolne aad conningly connayed 
away with anoh pronisos and preoaneate as theTOby all appaiaunco of 
blond is eyther preoentod, exolnded, or ooncealed, yet these hinde of 
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tlia lurtnrM of Umm Donn ia taA, ttm 
tbftt "Amj «ibe«i^, aapoato, lad pyi^ thw cvt &i^ mimg an in- 
flnite mnltitads and ui mnnBotilila eooqiaiiir, ssspo tiwr nsnar bd 
fun into the thuAart thmnge, thoj wSI findn Um ont notwith- 
■tandjtiK be lya hidden in w^da woods, in eloae and on^sTowm 
fimiM, and Inrcke in htdlow hola* qite to luibonr mch vngraoioas 
gneate*. HarCcmeT, Kltlunigli they ahould paaae oner the mter, thniViiig 
thereby to ano^de tlie pnimtv irf the hoimdaa, yet win not t^iese d(^g«B 
fine oner theii attempt, bnt pnniBing to awym throngh the gtreame, 
penenei in th^ pnrante, and when fiuy be amned and gotten the 
fnrtben bnocke, they hont ip and downe, to and fro rmine they, from 
pUoe to plaoe ihift they, rata they hane attuned to that plot of 
groimde where they paaaed oner. And thia is their piaatise, if perdie 
tbey oLnot at y' firat time Binelling, Snde ont the way which the deede 
dootri tooke to esoape. Bo at length gfet they that by arte, oniming, 
and dilUgent Indenoor, whieh by fartone and Inoke they cannot otherwyae 
oneiooma. In ao much that it Heemeth worthely and wisely written by 
M\ioma» Id Ma Arte book and zixiv. Chapter. Tinlt^,rix,f x"^"" "X"X- 
to bM ai it were naturally inatilled and powered into these kinde of 
doggaa. For the; wyll not panae or breath tram their pnrBnte vntill snch 
tyma a* tbay bee apprsbended and taken that aomcoitted the faoi«. Th« 
owntra ot tnoh honndei roe to keape them in oloee and darke ohannella 
In tha day time, and let them lose at liberty in the night saaaon, to 
th' Intent that they myght with mors oooroge and boldnesie praotise 
to follow tb« fellon in the eaeoing and loUtario honrea ot dorkenesae, 
whan luoh yll dUposad varloti are prindpally pnrpoaed to plaj theyr 
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inpadHit patMiit>i ind impnident pmiake*. Theie bonndM (Ypo|i 
Kiunii tiiia pr— m t portiam of ow tr«»tue maneth) when thaj an to 
follow moh fellowea >■ we luna bafcna raluned, tu not Uikt libar^ to 
nmige kt wil, wtuoh tliar hwra othemiie when tlkar are in gaaw (aiaapt 
opon sMMwr oooMicn, whveon dq^deth mi nrgvtit ma elfeatiull 
pvnmioii), whan Hodi pnrlojucn make «p»d7 mj in flight, bat 
bejng leattained and dnwne bMka from nuuiing at random with the 
Uaaae, thaende whereof the owner holding in hia hand ia led, gnydedand 
directed with snoh awifteneaae and alowneaae (whether he go on tooto ot 
whether he ryds on horaabaeke), aa he TiimiJfa m harte wonld wiahe for 
the more eaaie apprehouion of theae Tentmona Tazlota. In the bordara 
of England and Scotland (the often and aoooatomed stealing of oatlell (O 
proenring) theae Idnde of Doggea are reiy mnoh vsed and Uiej are 
tan^t «nd tiaTned sp fint of all to hnnt eattell •« well of the amaller 
aactf the greater gtontfa, and afterwardea (tliat qoalitis relLnqaiilied and 
lefte) ihe; are Isained to pmane aooh pestilent penoni aa plant theyr 
pleaanre in anoh piaotieee of pnrloTniiig aa we hare already declared. Of 
thie kinde there ie nene thftt laketh the wat«r n&tnially, except it pleaae 
yon 10 to Buppoee of them whyeh follow the Otter, whjoli Bometimea 
hannte the lande, and lometinie nseth the water. And yet nenertheleaae 
all the kind of them boyling and boyling with greedy demre of the pnj 
whieh by awymming paaaeth throngh rinei and flood, plnng amyde the 
water, and paase the atreame with their pawea. Bnt this propertie 
prooeedeth from an eameat deaize wherwllh the; be inflamed, latiiei 
then from any Inolination isanyng from the ordinance and appoyntment 
of nature. And albeit some of thia lort in English be sailed Bra«A«, in 
Scottoahe Raeht, the oaone hereof reateth in the ihea Eiez and not in the 
generall kinde, for we Englieh men eall bytehea belonging to tlie hnnting 
kinds of Doggee, l^ Hie teatme aboD* ntendoned. To bee short it ia 
proper to Uie natnre of honndea, aome to kaepe Bilaioe in hnnttng nntiU 
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•Wfe ^B* H Oaa ia sua oSK«d. Othr aMM n boom a* tliBj imBn 
a«t Urn plaea whaca Oa beaat liuukaUi , to b«*iaj it iuiiuaitiitaly by 
ttair liinim liiiialti hawking, notwittatoadiBg it ha tana <rf mM^fadtogs 
•ovebynf doaa in hia oabhyn. And theaa Doggaa Uie ;tiaDg« Ch^ 
b^ tha more wantonly hanike tboy, and iha more Ubaral)y, yet 
oflimM iriUiont naoea aiti e, ao Umt in tiNm, hy uaami of theyr yoong 
yaataa Hid want of pnotiae, souO oertaantu ia to ba npoaad. For oon- 
ttmiiiaa of tyma, and v^mienoe in game, mimabeUi to iliaae hoondBs' 
sot otwly etuming In nmning, bat alao (aa in the raat) an aasmed fore- 
rigbt what ia to bee done, pTindpal^, being aoqoainted with thor 
naataia watohwotdea, eythet in leooking az imboldening tiwm to sama 



Of die Dogge called the Gasehonnde^ in 
Tjtin^ Agastui. 

T Ht< kinde of I><^ge whioh pnnmGth by the eye, piemtyleth littie, or 
neim ft whit, by any benefite of tha noie tbat ia by Einellrag, but 
ezoelleth in pmspionitie and Bharpenease of Edght a]t<^etber, by the 
Tertne whereof, being aingulei and notable, it hnntetb the Foie and the 
Eaie. Thya Dogge will ohooae and Mperate any beaat from among 
a great flooke or heaide, and anoh a one will it take by election aa ia 
not laocke, leane and hollow, bnt well epyed, amoothe, ftiU, fatte, 
and loond, it followea by the direotlon of the eyenght, whioh in deede 
ia aleare oonatant, and not nnoertajne, if a beaat be wounded and gone 
aatiay thia Dogge leeketh after it by the stoadfaatnes of the eye, if it 
ohannoa peradnentare to retnme and be mingled with the residna of the 
flooke, ihis Dogge apyeth it ont by the vertna of hie eye, leaning tha 
reat of the oattell mtonohed, and after he hath iet snra eight npS 
it, he leperateth it bom among the oompany and haning eo done nener 
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oeBBetb ontill he h»ae wMuyed the BeMt to deaUi. Oor oonntier 
maD o&U this dogga 4?''''''"»- -^ gMohoonde bM»a«e tha Immiim 
of his tight toe wa itedfiMtly Mtled tuid TnmoiiMbl;' futAsed. Th«M 
Dogge« ai« maoh and TVnsIly oooapfod in the Northern partei of Eng- 
land more tium in tha Sonthem porta, and in fealdy landed tbther then 
in bush; and irooddy plHes, hoTsemen tbs them more then footemsn to 
th'iutent Uiat thty might pronoke their hones to a swift K^lloppe (wher- 
with they are more delighted then with the pm; it nlfe), and that they 
cQight aeonatome theyr horie to leape oner hedges and ditahw, witiiont 
stoppe 01 atamble, without htunie or hassard, without doabt or dannga, 
and go esoape with safegaid of lyfe. And to the ende that the lyden 
themaelnes whm neoeuitie bo ooastnuned, and the leare of fnrther mii- 
ohiefe inforoed, myght aane themBelnes vndamnifyed, and preneut each 
perilous tempest by preparing apeedy flight, or elae by awift porsntemads 
Tpon theyr enimyea, myght both oaertake them, encounter with tham, 
and malca a alanghtar of them aooordingly. Bnt if it fortune so at any 
time that thia Dt^ge take a wrong way, the master making aome Ttnal 
eigne and familiar token, ha retnmeth forthwith, and taketh the ri^t 
and ready ttaoe, beginning hia chase a treeb, A with a oleaie Toyoe, and 
a awift foote followeUi the game with aa mnoh courage and nimblanaBse 
a» he did at the flrat. 

Of the Dogge called the Grehonnde, in 
Latine Leporariui. 

THare ii another kinde of Dogge which for hia incredible awiftaseaaa 
is oalled Leporonug a Qrehonnde beoanae the prinoipalt sermoe of 
them dependeth and oonsisteth in starting and banting the hare, whioh 
Dogges likewysa are indaed with no leaae atrength then l^htnaa in main* 
teuanoe lA the game, in aeroing the chase, in taking the Bncka, the 
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Harte, the Done, the Foxe, and other heaitoe of semblkble kinde oidaiued 
for the guns of bnntmg. But mora or lene, eaoh one aoDording to the 
meaiBiira and proportion of theyr desirs, and as might and habilitie of 
thayT bodyea will peniiit and Hnffai. For it is a apars and bare kinde of 
Doffge, (of fleaha but not of bone) Home ate of a greater Boite, and some 
of B leaser, some are smooth skjnned & some are onrled, the bi^er 
therefore are appoynted to hnnt the biffger beasts, A the amaller 
Heme to hnnt tbe amallei aooording'ly. The nature of tliese do^es I 
And to be wonderful by y' teetimoniall of biitories. For, as John 
Froisart the Historiographer in his 4. lib. report«th. A Orehoimd of King 
Biehatd, Uie eeoond j' wote the Crowne and bars the Seepter of the 
Bealme of England, neoec knowing any man, beaide the Kings pereon, 
whs 'Stmrry i>t(is of JiOiMaaUr oame to 1^ oattle of Wmie to take King 
iUchar^. The Dogge forsaking his former Lord &, master oame to 
Zhble Bntr;/, fanned npon Mm with enoh resemblBonaes of goodwyll 
and conoeaned atfeetian, aa he fanonred King BicAarr{« before : be 
followed the Dnke, and Ttterly left the King. So that by (liese 
manifest cironmstanaea a man myght lodge this Dogge to hane boie 
lightened wyth the lampe of foreknowledge & TnderHtl.ding, tonoh- 
yng his olde maBteie miaeryeB to oome, and vnhappineaae nye at hand, 
whioh King BicJiardA himselfe enldently peroeaned, acooimtillg this 
deede of hie Dogge a Prophecy of hie onesrthrowe. 

Of the Bogge called the Leuiner, or Lyemmer 
in Latine Lorarita. 

ANothei Hort of doggee be there, in smelling aingnler, and in 
ewiftenesse inoomparable. This is (as it were) a myddle kinde 
betwixt the Huier and the Orehoonde, aa well for his kinde, as for 
tiie frame of his body. And it ia called in latiue LnttnornM, a LmAtait, 
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of IjglitneBBe, and therefore may well be railed a lyght boiinde, it !■ 
bIbo oallod lijtliis woide £orariui, a Lom, wherewiili it is led. Thia 
Doffga for the ezoellenoj of his oonditioiia, oanulr tmelling uid iwift 
miuuDg, doth toUowe die fame with mor« eageniaa, and taketh the pmy 
wiQi a ioUf qoioknea. 

Of the Dogge called a Tombler, is 
Latine Vtrtagus. 

THis Mrte of Doggea, which oompkSBetb aJI hj oroftei, f»ndei, 
anbteltiei and deoeiptea, we Engliahe mtti oall Trmblen, beoanie in 
hunting they tame and tnmble, winding: their bodfeB at>oDt in oirole wiie, 
Uld Uten feuoelj and violsntlj Tentoring npS the beast, doth BOddenl; 
gr^ it, at the very entranos and month of their reoeptaolea, or eloseta 
before they oan reoonar meanes, to iane and snoconr themgelvei. This 
Aoggi TMth another oraft and Bnbteltie, namely, when he cnnnetb into a 
warren, or eetteth a oonrse abont a oonnybnrrongh, he hnntei not after 
them, he fr^ee them not by baroUng, he makei no oonntenanoe or 
shadow of hatrtd ugainat them, bnt digaemblisg friendBhip, and pretend- 
ing fanonr, pasBStb b; witJi eilenoe and qnietneaae, marMng and noting 
their holes diligentJ;, wherin (I warrant yon) he will not be onershot 
nor deoeaned. When he oommeth to the pUoe where Connyea be, of a 
o«niaintie, he oowohetli downe close witli his bell; to the groM, Pro- 
vided alwayes by hia akill and poliaie, that y ' the winda bee nener with 
him bat against bim in taoh an enterpTiaa. And that the Connyes 
opie him not where he Inroheth. By whiah meanea he obtainath t^e sent 
and Banoni of the Connyea, oarryed towardea him with the wind ft tiie 
ayre, either going to their holes, or ooming oat, eyther pasaing thia way, 
or tnnning that way, and ao pronidet^ by hia ciroamapectdon, that the 
ediy simple Conny ia debarred qnit« from hia hole (which is the haaen 
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of Uieir hope and the hubooi of their health) and (nndnlently aiiotun- 
noited and fahen, befote they oati get the adnantage of theic hole. Thna 
haaing: oanght hia pi^ ha oanyeth it epeedi^ to hia Matter, waytrnK 
hu Dt^rgBB retnms in some oonnBiiisiit Innikiug oonier. These Uttggem 
ue loicewhat leewr than the hoondeB, and they be lanoher &. leaner, 
bMide that the; be iomwhat priok eared. A man tbat ihall marke the 
tome and faahion of tbeir bodyes, maj well call them nmngrell 
Gtehonndea if they were aomwhat bigger. But notwlthatajiding they 
oonDtemaile not the Oiehonnd in greatnea, yet will he take in one 
dayea space as many Connyea aa ahall arias to as bigge a bnrthen, and t» 
bean; a loads m a horse can carry, tor deoeipt and gnile is the inatrn- 
tnent wherbj he maketh this apoyle, whioh pemioioaB propertieB onpplj 
the plaoes of more oommendable qualities. 



Of the Dogge called the tbeenishe Dogge 
in Inline Canisfurax. 

THe like to that whom we have rehearsed, ia tbe theeniahe Dogge, 
whioh at the mandate and bydding- of hia master steereth and 
leereth abroade in the night, bonting Coimyes by the ayre, wiuoh ia 
lenened with their eaner and oanoeyad to the aenae of amelling by the 
meaiies of the winde blowing towardea him. Dniing all wMob apaoe of 
hia bimtiDg he will not baroke, leaat ha ahonlde bee preoidioiall to his 
owne adnanlBge. And thus watcheth and anatoheth np in oonrte aa 
many Connyes as hia Uaeter will mHar him, and beareth them to hia 
Maatera standing. The farmera of the oonntrey and aplandiahe dweUeni, 
call this kinde of Dogge a nyght onrre, beosnsa he hunteth in the darke. 
Bat let thna inDOh aeeme snfloient for Danea whioh aeme the gamSiiiDd 
diiport of hnntjng.

I^ aonunon Eort ol pftopls oall tham bf ona gmsntU wotd, namelr 
Spaniellt. Ai tiiong'h thwe kinds of Do^es oune originally lUid flzst of 
all oat of Spaine, The moat part of th«ii akfnnea are white, and if they 
be msroked with any ipottea, thay are oominonly led, and eomewhat 
gieat tharewithall, the hearea not jawing in aiioh thiokneiM but th&t 
tite miztoie of them mays easely be peroeaoed. Othereome of them be 
leddiaheaiid blMldahe, but of that aotte tliere be but areryfew. There 
isatao at thiaday amongTanDawekindeof doggebtonghtont ofRniinoe 
(tor we Engliahe men are mamailoiu (rreedy gaping gtnttona aftet 
ixmeltiea, and oonetona oomoTaonteB of tbinga that be aeldom. Mm, 
strannge, and hard to get.) And they bee apeokled all oner with white and 
black, whioh mingled oolonis Incline to a coarble blewe, whieh bewtdfyeth 
their aUnnea and affoideth a aeemely show of oomlyneaae. These are 
called French dt^gea as ia abons deolaiad already. 

The Bogge caUed the Setter, In La- 
tine Index. 

ANother aort of Do^^ be there, ■emiceable for fowling, making 
no noiae either with foote or wiUi tonnge, whilea they tollowe the 
game. Tbeae attend diligently vpon theyi Uaster and frame their 
conditdona to auch beckea, motioni, and geatnrea, aa it ahall pleaae 
him to ezhibite and make, either going forward, drawing bfukewaid, 
inclining to the right hand, or yaalding toward the left, (In maVing 
manoion of fowles my meaning ia ol the Partridge and the Qnaile) 
irtien he hath fonnda the byide, ha keepeth anre and fact iilMiae, 
h« atayeth hie eteppea and wil prooeede no fnriber, and with a 
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doH, oonert, wfttoliiiig e;e, lajeth hii bally to the grounds and 
BO cnreepeth forward like a worme. When he approoheth neere to 
the place irhere tlis bitde ii, he Ia;eH him dawne, and with a maroke 
of hia pawea, betrayeth the place of the byrdea last abode, irhereby 
It is enppoaed tliat this kinde of dogge ia called IvAat, Setter, being 
in deede a name most eonsonant and affieable to hia qnali^. The 
place being knowne by Uie meanes of tlie dogge, the fowler immediatl; 
tqtoietli and apieedeth his net, intending to take them, whldt being- done 
Hie do^re at the aoonrtomed becke or viaall gigne of his Master ryseth 
vp by and by, and diaweth neerec to the fowle that by his presenoe ihey 
might be the anthora at their owne inBiiariiigi and be ready intangled in 
the prepared net, which conning and artifioiall indenont in a dogge 
(beii% a creatoFB domestiaall or honseholde seroannt brought Tp at home 
with oftallE of the trenoher and fngmenti of -riotnalla) is not mach to be 
mamailed at, aeing that a Hare (being a wilde and ekippiehe beaat) waa 
eeene in England to the aatoniahment of the beholdera, in -Uie yeare of onr 
Lorde God, 1561 not onely danncing in meaanre, bot playing with his 
Itatata teete rppou a tabbaret, and obaeraing inat nnmber of strokes (as 
a practioiaDer in that arte} be^des that nipping k pinching a ^o^ggfi 
with his teeth and clawea, ft oroelly thumping him with y' force tA hia 
teete. This is no tmmpery tale, nor trifling toye (aa I imagine) and 
tlierefore not Tnworthy to be reported, for I reoken it a reqoitall of my 
ttanailc, cot to drowns in tJie seas of silenoe any speoiall thing, wherein 
the pronidence and elfeotoall working of nature ia to be pondered. 

Of the Dogge called the water Spaniell, or finder, 
in Latine Aquaticus leuinquisitor. 

THat kinde of do^re whose aemice is reqnirsd in fowling vpon the 
water, partly tiirongh a natorall tonardnegae, and partly by

diligent taMhing, !■ Indued with Uiftt proper^. Thi* KiTt ii Kunawli&t 
bigge, ind of > meaaimble greatneiae, luiaiiir lontT, roogli, and onrled 
bgore, not obt>7ned by extiundinaiy tiMlw, bnt ginen by tutnzea 
sppointmsnt, yet nenerthelewe (friend Oun«r) I lure deeocibed and 
get bim ont in Uiis manai, namelf povlde ud notted front the 
ihouldera to tiie bindermost Uggw, and to the end of hia tayle, 
whioh I did for nie and oiutoma oauae, that beyng ae it wve 
made eomewhat bus and naked, b; »l<««.T<Tiy of raoh enperflnitie 
cf heare, tliey might atohine the more lightaieeie, and iwiftneMe, 
and be leese hindered in ■wymming, so tronbleeome and needelesM 
a burthen being ahaken of. This kinde of d<%ge ia properly oalled 
JjaaKeiu, a water spaniel beoanae ha freqnenteth and hath vanal 
leoonrse to the water where aQ hia game Ai exeroiae lyeth, namely, 
waterfowlea, whieh are taken by tlie helpe h. aemioe of them, in thrir 
kind. And piinoipally dnokee and drakea, whempon he is lykewiae 
named a dogge for the dnoke, becanae in that qoaililie he ia eioellent. 
With these di^gea also we fetohe out of the water anoh fowle aa be 
atonnge to death by any venamona worme, ws vae them aUo to bring 
TB onr bonltea ft arrowea ont of the water (miasing our manske) 
whereat we dirsoted our leneU, which otherwiae we ihonld hardly reooner, 
and oftentimea the restore to ra onr ahaftea which we thought nener to 
aee, tooohe or handle againe, after they were lo«t, for whieh oimnm- 
atannoea they are oalled JnyintiiorM, aearohera, and findera. Although 
the dnoke otherwhilea notably deoeaneth both the dogge and the maater, 
by dyoing mder the water, and aleo by natnrall anbtilty, for if any man 
shall approohe to the place where they bnilde, breede, and ajt, flie hennea 
^a ont of their naaates, offering themaeloea volontarily to the had*, aa it 
were, of aneh aa draw nie their neaatea. And a eertaine weaknesie of 
their wingea pretended, and infirmitie of their feete diaiembled, (hey go 
BO alowely and ao leaaorely, that to a mans t-tiiTiVing it were no maateryea 
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to take tbem. B7 irhioh tbodptfoU trioke thay doe ai It wen entyae 
uid Bllnie men to follow them, till th^f b« dntwne a long diatSiiuuie 
fiom theyt nsMtea, wUob being oompaoed by theu prouident oon- 
nisg, or ooniiing pioridenoe they ant of all inoonneiiieneea nhioh micht 
gTOwe of their Tetnzne, by nnng many oarefoll and onriona oanoatea, laaat 
theyr often hannting bewray y* plaoe where the yonng dnoklinga be 
hatohad. Qreat thetefine ia theyr deaire, A, eameat ia theyr study to 
t*ke heeds, not only to tbcyi broode bnt alao to themeelaea. For when 
they hane an ynkling that they are espied they hide themarivea rnder 
tnxfea ok ledgei, wherewith they ooner and ahtowde themaelnea eo doaely 
and BO orattely, that (notwitiiatanding the plaoe where they Inrke be 
foond and prafectiy peroeaned) there they will hatboui without harme, 
ezo^ the water ipMiiell by qniake amelling diaeonm' theyi deoeiptee. 

Of the Dogge called the Fisher, in Latine 
Canis Ptscaior. 

THe Dogge caned the flihet, whereof Heotor Boethna writoth, which 
eaeketh for fisbB by Bmelling among rookee & stones, aaaoredly I 
fcnowe none of tliat kinde in Englande, neither hane I reoeaned by reporta 
that there is any gnohe, albeit I haoe been diligent & bnaie in domannding 
the qneetion ai well of flshennen, ae also of hTuteaman in that behaUe 
being oai«fiill and eamait to leame and Tndsrstwid of them if any anoh 
were, eioept yon holde opinion that the beaner or Otter ia a fiahe (aa many 
hane beleened) & aooording to their beliefe affirmed, and aa the hirde 
Pupinc, ia thought to be a Oshe and so aooonnted. But that kinde of 
dogge which folloneth thefishe to apprehendandtakeit (if there bee any 
of that diipoaition and property) whether they do thia for the game of 
hnnting, 01 for the heate of hnngsr, aa other Doggea do which rather then 
they wil be famished for want of foode, oonet the oarokaaeg of oarrion and 
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'IfTsd fteabs. Whan I am fnllf TMolnsd mud diBburthBosd of thi*

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The thirde Se&ion of this 
abridgement. 

Owe followeth in due order and con- 
venleut plikoe our Engliahe Doggea of the thirds 
gm^tle kinde, what they &re aalled to what vae 
they eerae, and what sort of people plant their 
plenanie in the, which beoanae the; needs no 
oniions oannaaeing and nye ayfting, wee meane 
to bee so mnoh the briefer. 



Of the delicate, neate, and pretty Idnd of dogges 
called the Spaniel gentle, or the com- 
forter, in Latine Melitaus 
orFotor. 

THere is, beaidea those whioh wee hane aJreody delinered, another 
sort of gentle dogges in thia oni Engliahe eoyle but exempted 
from the order of the reeidne, the Doggea of tbia Mnde doth OaUimaelau 
oall X^lmot, ot the lieUnd Melita, in the iea of iSMiy, (wbat »t thia 
day ia named Hfolta, im leeland in deede famoos and renonmed, witii 
conr^ona and pniaaimt aonldionrs Tallianntly fighting Tnder the banner 
of Christ theii Tnoonqnerable captoine) where this kind of doggea had 
their prinoipall beginning. 

Theae dogjies are litle, pretty, proper, and fyne, and Bought for to 
ialdefie the delioateneaae of daintie dames, and wlmton womena wiUa, in- 
atrnmentea of folly for tbem to play and dolly withall, to tryfle away the 
treasure of time, to withdraw Vbm mindea from more oommendable 
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caeroueB, and to oontent thsiz ooimptod oonanpiRoenoeg with Taine dis- 
port (A Belly ahift to shiuiiie yroksome ydlneaie.) Theae pnppiei tha 
■mailer Qiej be, the mora pUaante thaj pioQoke, aa more meet« plaj 
foUowea for ""'"""y miitEiBsae to baare in tlieii boHuaa, to leape 00m- 
paaj withal in theii aluunbeTB, to iiioooiit witii deepe in bed, and nonriaha 
wiUi meate at boorde, to lay in theii lappea, and Uoke tlieit Iqipes at 
they ryds in tbeir wag^ni, and gt>od roaaon it should be ea, for ooiute- 
neaae irith fynenesae hath no fallowahip, bat featneue with ceatmieBae 
hath nd^hbonrhood enoo^. That plaoiible proaeibe Terifled Tpon a 
Tycannt, namely that he loned his iowe better then hia sonne, mi^ well 
be applj'ed to these kinda of people, who delight more in doggei that are 
deprined of all poBubilitr of raawm, then they doe in ehildren that be 
oapeable of wisedome and indgement. Bat tJiia abuae peradnentme 
Taigneth where there bath bene lonff laoke of iaane, or else where banes- 
net ia the beet blouome of bewty. 

The vertoe which remaineth in the Spaniell genOe 
otherwise called the comfotter. 

Notwithstanding many make mnob of thoie pretty poppies caUsd 
SpfuiiellB gentle, yet if the question were demannded what propertia 
m them thoy Bp;e, whioh shoalde make tbem so aeoeptable and ptecions 
in th^ cdgbt, I donbt their annswere would be long a ooyning, Bnt 
seeing it was oar intent to tranaile in this treatise, so that y' reader 
might reape eomo beneflte by his reading, we will oommonioata ynto yon 
saoh oouieonres as aie gronnded npon reason. And though some snppose 
that snoh dogges ace fyt f or no semioe, I dare say, by their leanea, they 
be in a wrong boie. Among all other qualitieB therefore of natnre, whioh 
be knowne (for soioe oonditions are oonered with oontinnall and thioke 
olcinds, that the eye of our capaoitieB cannot pesrse through the) we find 
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that thMS litis dogM u« good to Bonrage the tiokie«w of the ibmiBake 
being oftentiniea theremto applred ■> k plft«ter preeenutine, oi bpma 
in the bosom of the disMsed ui'l wtake penon, which sffeot ie per- 
fonoed by thefi moderate heate. Moieoner the disease and liakneiBO, 
ohanngeth his place luid entretli (tbongh it be not preolaely nunoked) 
into th« dogge, whioh to be no vn t rath, ezperienoe can teatify , for these 
hdnde of dogges sometimee fall doke, and aometinie die, withont soy 
hann, ontwaidlT inforoed, which ia an aignment that the disease of the 
gentleman or gentle woman or owner whatsoener, entmtli into the Aagga 
by the operatioii of heate intermingled and infeated. And thos hane I 
hetherto handled doggei of a gentle kdnde whom I hane oomprehended 
in a triple dinisia. Now it remaineth that 1 annex in dne order anoh 
do^fea M be of a more homely kinde.

He firft kinde, namely the Jhepherds 
hoaiida ia very neoesaarye and piofltable for tha 
Anoyding of hatmM.uid inoonnausnoM whiah 
may 0(nn« to uen bythomeuiaof beaatea. Tfae 
seoond aort aems to anoooni against the niarea 
■nd attemptei of miaohiafona men. Onr sbep- 
herdea dogga ia not huge, Taste, and bi^e, but 
of Ml iudiffaraDt atatnia and growth, beoanae it hath not to deal* with 
the blondthTTE^ wolf, ajthenoe thoe be none in England, which happy 
and fortnnate benefite ia to be aeoribed to the pniaannt Piinoe £<I;ar, 
who to thintent j* the whole oonntray myght he eoaonated and quite 
clered from wolfea, charged A oonuoannded the weUheme (who were 
pestered with tbeee bntohetl; beaataa above msaann) to paye him 
yearely tribnta which waa (note the wiaedome of the King) tliree 
hnndred Wolfea. Some then be wliioh write tliat lAtd/amJX Prince <rf 
Walea paide yearly to King Sdgwr three hnndred wolTSe In the name 
of an amotion (aa we hane aayd before. ) And that by the meanea 
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hereof, within the oompa«M and tewrme of fouze jewrea iioae. of those 
ni^Boine, lUid pestileiit Beoates were left in the oo&atea of England and 
Vf ales. Thii Edgar wore the Crown ro;alI, and haze the Soepter imperiall 
o( this kii^ome, abont the jeare of one Lorde nyne hnndred fifty, nyne. 
Synoa which tame we reede that no Wolfe hsth bene aeene in En^tland, 
bred within the bonnda and borders of thia oonntrey , mary there hare 
bme dinerg bronght oner from beTonde the Eiaaa, for greedyneaaa at 
gaine and to make money, tor gaaing and gaping, starring, and atanding 
to aee them, being a attannge beaat, rare, and aeldom aeene in England. 
But to retnine to our ahepherda dogge. Thia dogge either at the 
heeLring of hie mBatera Toyoe, or at the wagging and whiateling in his 
Sat, or at hia ahrill and horae hiaaing bringetii the wandrini; weatheta 
and straying aheepe, into the aelfe anme plaoe where hia maatera will 
and wishe, is to hane the, wberby the ahepherd reapath this banefite, 
namely, that with litle labosr and no toyle or moning of Ms feete be 
may nile and guide hia floohe, aooording to hia owne deaira, either to 
haoe them go forward, or to stand atill, or to drawe baokwaid, or to 
tntne this way, or to take that way. For it is not in Englande, aa it ia in 
Froimca, ea it ia in Fltmndert, a« it ia in Syria, aa it in Tartaria, 
where the aheepe follow the ahepherd, for heere in onr oonntcy the 
abeephetd followeth the aheepe. And sometimes the straying aheepe, 
when no dogge mnneth before them, nor goeth abont & beaide them, 
gather tiiemaelnea together in a floeko, when they heere the aheepherd 
whiatle in Lie fiat, for feare of the Dogge (aa I imagine) rememhring 
thia (if Tnreaaonabla oreatnTea may be reported to bans memory) that 
the Dogge oonunonly numeth oat at his mastera warrant whioh ia hia 
whistle. Thia haoe we oftanUmea diligentl; maroked in taking our 
jonraey from towne to towne, whan wee bane hard a aheepherd whistle 
we hane laynod in our horae and atoode atyll a apaoe, to aee tha proofe 
and triall of thia matl«r. Furthermore with thia dogge doth the sheep- 
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Wd tak» aliMp* for y" ihuBlitar, knd (o be healed if tkej b« ndke, 
nolmrtoi balma in tlie world done to tbs aimpla onatnie. 

Of the mastiue oi Bandogge called in Latine 
ViOaticus or Cathtnariui. 

THla kinda of Dors imUed a. mMirne at BaJido^ga ii vute, hug*, 
Btabbome, ongly, uid Mtgei, of » heny and bnrthsDoiu body, and 
Uieiafoie but of litle iwiftneu*, tembla, and frightfnll to beholds, and 
mors fenroo and fell then any Orcadian oitrie (notwitbittding thsy 
toe sayd to bane tbeii generation of the violent Lion.) They ore o«Il«d 
VQiaiiei, beoanae they are appoynted to watohs and keepe farm* pUaee 
ud Doutry ootagee leqaeitred from oomme leoonrse, and not abnttinK 
fpon other bonne by leoeon of dietanno^, when there is any feoreoanoeaiied 
of Uieefea, lobbere, epoylen, and night wanderers. They are Bemioeable 
againit the Foxe and the Badgnr, t« drive wilde and tame awyne ont <A 
If edowea, poatucea, glebelandea and plocea planted with froite, to bayte 
and take the bnll by the ears, whan ooooaion so reqniretb. One dogge «r 
two at the Tttermoat, aofBoiant for that purpose be the boll neuer ao mOD- 
BteronB,nener so feome, nener so farioiia,neDer so itaame, nener ao vntame- 
oble. For it is a kinde of dogge oapeable of oonrage, riolent and Toliannt, 
■triking oonld fean into i^e harts of men, bnt atanding in teore of no 
man, in bo mnoh Uiat no weapona will make him ahrinoke, nor abridge hia 
bddnaa. Onr Englishe men (to th' intent that theyr doggea might be the 
more fell and fearoe) Maiat natnre with arte, lae, and aastome, for tliey 
teach theyr doj^ges to baite the Beare, ta baite the Boll and other ineh 
lika omen and bloody beoatea (appointing an oneraeer of the game) with- 
ontany ooIIbt to defend theyr throtea, and oftentimee they trains them rp 
in fighting and wrestling with a man haning for the safegarde of hia lyfe, 
eythet a Fikeatolfe, a olnbbe, or a aworde and by vaing them to tnob 
BB as these, theyr doggea beoome more stordy and atrong. The force 
d2 
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wliloh U in them namoniiteth all belsefs, tlie fMt holde whleh tb«7 talcs 
with their teeCh oioeedetii kll m«dit, thtee of them againrt n Be>re, fome 
agnjiut a Ltod «re aaffloieiit, both to tiymMteryeB witJi them and Tttarl; 
to onemktoh them. Whloh Sm/ry the wnecth of that name. King of 
BSngland (a Prinee both politiqas & warlike) peroMoing on a aertoins 
time (ab the report moneth] oommannded all anoh dogges (how many 
Boener they were in niuaber) eboald be hanged, beyng deepelj diq>leawd, 
and oonoeaning great disdaine that an jll fanred nwoall cnrre ahonld witii 
Booh violent Titian;, aasault the Taliannt Lyon Ung of all beaatea. An 
example for all enbieota worth; remembramioe, to admonJEhe Uiem that 
it is no adnantage to them to rebell against -f Togiment of their nilei, 
bnt to keepe them within the limits of Loyaltie. I leede an hiitoc; 
annewerable to this of the self e lame Btnir>j, who haning a notable and an 
excellent fajie Faloan, it fortnned that the kings Faloonera, in the 
preaenoe and hsaiing of his grace, highly commended his Maieetiea 
Falcon, Baying that it feared not to intermeddle widi on Eagle, 
it was BO Tentaions a bjrde and ao mighty, which whan the King 
harde, he charged Oiat the Faloon ahonld be killed withont delay, 
for the eelfe nune reoaon (aa it may eeeme) which was rehersed in 
the coclnsion of the former history oonoeming the aame king. Thia dogge 
ia called, in like maner, CaXh«nariv.», a CaiiiMVj,, of the ohaine wherwith 
he ia tyed at the gates, in y' daytime, least b^ng loae he ahonld doe 
much miaohiefe and yet might giae occasion of faare and terror by faia 
bigge barahing. And albeit Cieera in hia oration had Pro. S. itosi. be of 
tMa opinion, that snoh Dogges aa barcke in the broode day light ahoolde 
bane their l^gea broken, yet onr oonntrymen, on thia side the aeas for 
their carelessnes of lyfe setting all at oinqne and aice, are of a contrary 
indgement. For theefes roge vp and down in enery ooriier, no place is &ee 
from tliem, no not 7° prince's pallace, nor the oonutry mana cotage. In 
the day tine tbey practise pilfering, picking, open robbing, and priny 
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ntimliny. «iid what lagerdemune Ixika they : not f suing the «li«mjfnn and 
horrible de»tb of hanginf , The ouue of whiok ineonnenieuoe doth not 
onel; Uane from nipping neade & wringing want, for all j< ateale, ue 
not pinohod with poncrty, bnt aom atealo to mninfaJTit theiz exDenive and 
piodigall Bzpenoea in appaiell, their lewdnei of Ijfs, their hanlanea of 
hart, theyr wiuitoanea of manen, thejr wHfall jdlenea, their smhitionB 
bnnery, and the piyde of the aawoy Soloeoiua' iti-yii^ffiSm -vtio.^ 
glorione and airogMit is hehauionjc, whoM delight dependetli vhoDj to 
mount nimblj on honebaeke, to make Ihem leape Instelr, Bptyng and 
pniimoe, galtoppe and unble, to ranns a Rwe, to wynde in oompawe, and 
BO forthe, lining all togethei vpon the fatneue of the ipoyle. Other Hom 
thar be whioh iteale, being thereto pronoked by penary &, neede. like 
uaBteileBBe mS applying themeelnes to no honeot trade, but rannging rp 
and downe impudently begging, and oomplayning of bodily weakeneaae 
where ia no want of abilitie. Bot valiannt Valmii'M th'smperont, by 
holaome lawee pronided that anohe as h&ning no oorporall siakiiesie, solde 
themaelaeB to begging, pladed poosrlr wyth pretended inSrmitie, A 
cloaked their ydle and aloathtnll life with oolonrable ihifta and olondy 
coBienitig, dionld be a perjietnall alane and dradge to him, by whom 
their impudent ydlenei wae bewrayed, and Uyed againat them in pnb- 
liqne pUww, leaat the inmfler&ble alonthfnllnes of eneh vagabondee 
shonld be hnrthenona to the people, or being ao hatatnll and odiona, 
ehonld growe into an example. J^rsdtu likewise in the gonemmeut of 
Ub oommonwealth, pro«nred gnoh increase of oredlte to iostioe and npright 
dealing by his pmdent aotea and statntee, that if a mi tranailing by the 
hygh way of the oonntrey vnder hi« dominion, ohaonoed to lose a 
budget fall of gold, or hia oapeage faned with things of great 
Talne, late in the enening, he ehonlde find it where he lost it, 
safe, lonnd, and vntonohed the next morning, yea (whioh is a wonder) at 
any time for a whole monethes epaoe if he sooght for it, as Jn^u^Ttua 
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CTt/ilad«Kt%* in hia HTitot; Moordetli. But in thi* onr Tsluppir aga, in 
these (I ray) one deneliehe dayM noUiing oan Boape the olawei of the 
ipofler, though it be k^t nenei eo aura within the kouae, altieit the 
dooFee bee lookt and bonltod lonnd about. Thli dofrge in lika mMtev t£ 
(jFraoiofu ii nailed lUnfai 

Of the latinists Canis Cultoi, in Englishe 
the Dogge keeper. 
BoTTowiDifhiB name of hia aeraica, fot be doth not onel; keepe farmera 
honeee, bnt aUo merohannta maiacoii, irherin great wealth, riohea, anb- 
ataimoe and ooatly atnfie is lepocod. And therfore wera certain doggraa 
fonnde and maintained at the oommon ooatea and obargea ot the Citiaena 
of Rome in the plaoe oalled CapiloUum, to gme waining of thetfea 
oonuning. This kind of dogg«, ia alao nailed. 

In Utiae Canis Laatarius in Englishe the 

Butchers Dogge 

So called for the neoeaai^ of hia vae, for hia aetnloe altaordsth gmat 

benefite to the Bntoher aa well in fallowing aa in taking his cattail whan 

neede oonatraineth, vigeth, and ceqoiieth. Thia kinde ot d(«ge ia Hke- 

wiaa oallad, 

Jq latine Mblassciats oi Maloistu. 

After the name of a oonntrey in Spina oalled Xdouia, which harbonrcth 

many atonte, ationge, and atnrdy Doggea of thin tort, for the doggea of 

tbatoonntre; are good in deede, or alae there ia no tniat to be had iu the 

teatimonie ot writers. Thia dogge is alao oalled. 

In latine Canis Mattdataritts a, Dogge meaain- 

ger or Canier. 

Upon anhstanciall oonaideiation, because at hia maatera royoe and 

oommamidenient, he oatrieth lettera bom place to place, wrapped Tp 

onnningty in hia lether collar, fastened thereto, or sowed doae theriit, 

who, least he shonld be hindered in his paaaage vseth these halpea Tery 
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skUfnllr, namely TMuteonM tn fl^tiiig if ha ba not onwnutalied, ot 
ela« iwiftoegM k rMdmene In Tnnning tmij, U h« b« Tnable to bnokto 
with the Aogga th>t would Una h»Te a inatoh »t hU ikinne This Unde 
of dogge la kIbo oaUed, 

In latine Canu' Lvnarius, in En^iahe 
the Mooner. 

BaoftOM he doth noUung elM but wKtoh and wiids at an jnohe, wasting 
the weanBome night aeaBon wiUiont Blombsring or sleepinfr, hawing t 
wawing at the Hooiie (that I maj tm the word of Sotimu) a qnalitie 
in mine opinion sbraonge to eoneidei, Thii kinds of dogge Ib tiao 
□Allea, 

In latine Aquarius in Englishe a water diawo'. 

And theae be d the gceatei and the wa^hter lort drawing water ont 
of -w^Oa and deepe pittea, hf a wheels wliioh thay tnzns lonnds abont 
by the moning of their bnrthmoni bodies. This kinde of dogge ie 
called in like maner. 

Cam's Sardnarius in Latine, and may aptly be ei^- 
liahed a Tynckers Cmre. 

Beonae with marasilona paoienoe they beaie bi^e badgettos franght 
wHh Tinokeza toolea, and mattall meeta to mend ketUei, ponige pottos, 
akelleta, and ohafeiB, and other snoh like tnimpeiy teqnitite for their 
ooOiqiaoiDn and loytering trade, easing him of a gieat bnrthan whidh 
otherwise he himselfe shonld oarry Tpon hla ■honldets, which oonditiou 
hafii ohallenged vnto them the fore«aid name. Beeides the qn^tiea 
iriiioh we bane already xeoonnted, thia kind of dogge* hath this piin- 
mpaD propertie ingialted in them, that they lone their nasten liberal^, 
and hate stranngen despightfnlly, wherevpon it followetJi that they are 
to their masters, in transiling a singnlai safgard, defending them foroe- 
ab^, from the innasioa of TiUona and thaefea, preaeming their lyfea from 
lowe, and their health Icon hasaaid, theyr fleahe fram baoUiig and

the gronnde, (it is proned trns by eiperienoe) that tiiiB Do^;e foruketh 
not his niMter, no cot when he ia ilazoke deade : But indnzing the tome 
of funishment and the ootingeonB tempeetea ot the wMt^iet, nuwt 
Tigilftntly watoheth and oaietnllylkeepeth the deade oaikaue many dayee, 
endenoniing, fnrthemiore, to kil the mnrtheMi of Us master, if he may 
get an; adraniage. Or elae by banking, by howling, by forione ianing, 
■narring, and moh like meanea betri^eth the malefaotoar aa detirona to 
bane tha death of Me ataresayde Master rigoronalye lenenged. And 
example hereot fortnned within the oompaaae of toy metnoiy. The Dogge 
of a oertaine w^efaiing man tianailii^ from the Ciide of London diieotly 
to tiio Towna of Kingetone (most famons and lenowned by reMoa of the 
triumphant ootonation of eight aeoeiall Kings) paaaing oner a good 
pociiou of hia ionnwy WM aasanlted and set vpon by oertaine oonfedeiate 
thesfea laying in WMght for the epoyle in Comeparelte, a perilloiu bottom, 
oompaaied abont wytii woddea to well knowne for the manyfolde 
mnrdera & misohiefeosa robbedei theyt ooaunitted. Into whose handaa 
this passinger ohannoed to bXl, so that his iU Inoke oost tii™ the prioe 
of his lyte. And that Dogge whose syer was Bnglishe (whidh SEondut 
regiattoth to hane bene within the banoke* ot his ronSbianoe) manifestly 
pttManyng that his Master wa« mnrtheced (thia ehannoed not farre from 
Paru, \!j the bandes ot one whioh wa« a anitei to the aame womA, whom 
he was a wooer unto, dyd both bewraye the blondy bntohsi, and attempted 
to teare ont the Tillons thzoate if he had not aooght meonsi to aooyda 
the renenging rage of the D(%ge. In fyers also whioh fortnne in the 
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■ilenee and dead time of the ni^t, or in itonnj weatlia (tf the Mjde 
■eascm, the older doggM bareke, ball, howle, and yeU (7e»iiotwmu[Un4rW 
they bee roDshly rated) nejther will Ui^ itay their toonffei tQl the 
honseholde seniaiiiitM awake, ryee, Maroh, and see the bnzning c( th« 
(yre, whioh beyDg p e ro e aned thej vae Tolnntar; Bflonoe, and oea«e from 
jolping Thla haHi bene, and ia founde true by tiyall, in anndiy 
partea of England, lliera waa no faynting faith in that Dogge, whiob 
when his Muter by a miHohaoiioe in hnBUng itanibled and feQ toppling 
downe a deepe dytohe beyny Tnable to leooaer of himHlfe, the Dogge 
signifying his masters miah^ipe, leskne oame, and ho waa hayled np bj « 
rope, whom the Do^fB leeying almost dntwnenp to the edge of the dflx^, 
eheerefully sainted, leaping and skipping Tpon hia mas(«r aa Uiongh he 
wonlde hane imbraoed hym, b«yitg glad of hif preaeniw, whose longer 
absenoe he waa lothe to laoke. Some Dogges there be, whiah will not 
snffer fyery ooalea to lye shattered abont the hearthe, but with Uiair 
pawes wil T^e np the bnmyng ooale*, mnsying and studying fyrat with 
themaelne* how it might be conoeniently be done. And if so bee that 
the oo^ea oaete to great a hsate than will they boyry them in ashea 
and BO remone them fotwarde to a fyt plaoe wyth theyr noaaa. Otiwr

And why abonld not tliis bee oonaonant to trath P 
whj shonlde not theM beaatee breeds in thia lands, as well aa in other 
foTTsigne nations P For wee reede that Tigera and doggss in Hircanto, 
that Lyona and Dt^gei in Arcadia, and that wcJfsa and do^ea In 
JVonci'a, oonple and procreate. In men and women alao ly^tened with 
the lantame of reason (bot vtterly roide of TSrtns) that foolishe, 
franttqne, and Bsahely action, yet naturally sealed in ts) worketh so 
effeotoondy, A many tymea it doth leoonoile enimyea, set foes at freend- 
«h^, raanimilde, and atonement, ■■ Maria menoioneth. Tho Freatw 
irtiiah ia bied of a beaie and & dogge, 

Is fearce, is fell, is sloute and stronge. 
And bytelh sore to fleshe and bone. 
His furious force indiireth longe 
In rage he will be nil'de of none. 
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That I iDfty tw the wordes of the Fort QraHut. Thia dogga eioMdath 
all other in ornell oonditioiu, hii leering and fleering lookei, hU iteune 
and unKge Tiange, nuiketh him in light f earsfol uid terrible, he ia riolait 
in fig-htiiifri ^ whereaoener he Mttath hii tanteihooke teeth, he takeili 
■neh nne A fwt holde, that a nun bu7 aooner teaie and rende him in 
sunder, then loee him and Hperate hia chappM. He pMseth not foi the 
Wdfe, theBeaie, tbeLyon,nor theBiiUeaadiiiA;worUterly (m I think,) 
be oompanpia with Aiarandtn dogge whioh oame out of Ini/ia. Bat of 
theie, thiu mooh, and thoa farte may seeme enffloiant. 

A starle to oudandishe Dogges in this conclusion, 
not impeitiDent to the Authors purpose. 

VSe and otutome hath intertained other do^es of an ontkadiiho 
kinde, but a fewa and tlie same beyng of a pretty bygnesBe, I 
meane lieland, dogges corled & roogh al onei, which by reason of the 
lenght of llieir hetua make ehowe neither of face nor of body. And yet 
these cnrrsB, forsoothe, becAoae they are so itrannge are greatly aet 
by, eBteemed, taken vp, and made of many times in the rooms of tiie 
Spaniall gentle or oomforter.

Beoanae 
among all dogges theae are the moat prinoipall, ooonpying the ohiefeet 
place, and being aimply and abaolntel; the beat of the gentle kinde of 
honndea. 

Of the Leujraet or the Lyeniraer. 

Thia dogge ia called a Lenyner, for hia Ughtneate, which in latine 
Bonndeth Xeitibu, Or a Lyemmer whioh worde ia borrowed of Lyemme 
whioh the latinists name £orunt ; and wherefore we ci^ him a Lenyner 
of thia worde Leuitos (as we doe many thinga besidea) why we derine and 
dzawe a thoa«and ot cor tearmea ont of the Oreelce, the LaHne, the 
Italiam, the lynieh, the Freneh, and the Spamiiihg toonge : (Oat of whioh 
fonntainet indaede, they had their originall iasoe.) How many words 
are boryed in the grave of forgetfnllncB ? growne ont ot trb F wr«ated 
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Awrye and psraerBly oarrapM by diaen defaultoa P we wil deolare tA 
IkTge in OUT booke inldtnled, Bimphonia imeum Brifannvcamm. 
Of the Tumbler. 
Among bonndeE tbs Tnmbler sailed in Utjne Fertogiu, ia the butt, whieh 
oommetb of thia worde Tamblsr flowing firat of al ont of tha French 
toimtuiie. For aa we say Tumble ao thay TwmhUr, leeenun^ one eenae 
and aignifloation, whiob the latiniata comprahencle vnder thia words 
Vtrtere, So that we aee -Uius mooh, that Tumbler oommetb of TumMer, 
the vowel, I, ohaunged into the Liguid L, after y' maner of our apeacbe, 
Coatiaiy to the Frenob and the Italiaa tonnge. In which two languagea, 
A lAqaid, before a Vovjell for tbe moat part is tamed into another 
Ycnail, Aa, may be peroeaued in the example of theae two wordea, 
Impltre Sf flano, tat Impien ^ piamo, L, before, E ohannged into, I, 
and L, before A, tnmed into I, alio.

TOw leaning the seniie we of htmting and hanking doffs, it 
that we mone oner the reaidae, whereof some be called, 
flne dogs, some conise, other aome mnngiela or rasoaUs. The Grat is the 
Bpaniell gentlo called Canu AfeliCeiu, beoanse it is a kinde of dogge 
accepted amraig gentles. Nobles, Lordes, Ladles, &o., who make mnoh 
of them TOnohaafeing to admit them so farre into their company, that 
they will not onely loll them in theyr lappea, bnt kjsse them with their 
lippes, and make them theyr prettie playfellowes. Snoh a one was 
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Gordon* litle pnppia mendoned by Thttxritut Bira-tnuU, who taking his 
inuniej, Htrughtly ohnrged Je oommttuDded hia mt^de to Me to hia 
Dogge M oliaielf and wualy as to hia ohilde : To oall him in alwarei 
that he nndied not abroade, aa well as to rook liie babe a aleepe, oiTing 
in die <iradle.
